Part I — Preliminary 

1, Short title arid commencement of the (iire?c//onY 

These directions shall be known as the Non-Banking 
Financial Companies (Reserve Bank) Directions, 1977. They 
shall come into force with effect from the 1st July 1977 and 
any reference in these directions to the date of commence- 
ment thereof shall be deemed to be a reference to that date, 

2. Defininoirj 

(1) In these directions, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a) “banking company’* means a banking company as 
defined m section 5(c) of the Banking Regulation 
Act, 1949 (10 of 1949); 

(b) “company** means a company as defined in section 
451(a) of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 
(2 of 1934) but docs not include a company which 
is being wound up under any law for the time 
being in force; 

(c) “deposit” shall have the same meaning as assigned 
to it in section 45 I (bb) of the Reserve Bank of 
India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934); 

(d) “depositor” means any person who has made a 
deposit with the company; 

(c) “free reserves" shall include the balance in the 
share premium account, capital and debenture 
icdcmplion reserves and any other reserve shown or 
published in the balance sheet of a company and 
created through an allocation of profits, not being 

(i) a reserve created for repayment of any future 
liability or for depreciation in assets or for bad 
debts or (ii) a reserve created by revaluation of 
the assets of the wcompany; 

(f) “hire-purchase finance company” means any com* 
pany which is a financial institution carrying on as 
its principal business hire-purchase transactions or 
the financing of such transactions; 

(g) “housing finance company” means any company 
which is a financial institution carrying on as its 
principal business the financing of the acquisition 
eyf constmetion of houses including the acquisition 
or development of plots of land in connection 
therewith; 

(h) “insurance company” means any company regis- 
tered for any class of insurance business under 
section 3 of the Insurance Act, 1938 (4 of 1938); 

(i) “investment company” means any company which 
is^ a financial institution carrying op as its principal 
business the acqiaisition of securities; 

(j) “loan company'* means any company which is a 
financial institution carrying on as its Diiiicipal 
business the providing of finance, whether bv mak- 
ing loans or advances or otherwise for any activity 
Other than its own but does not include a hire- 
purchase finance company or a housing finance 
company; 

(k) “njutual -benefit financial company’* means any 
company which is a financial institution and which 


is noitfled by the Central Government under section 
620 A of the Companies Act, 1956 U of 1956); 

(1) “non-banking financial company” means any hire- 
purchase finance, housing finance, investment, loan 
or mutual benefit financial company, but dees not 
include an insurance company or a slock exchange 
or stock-broking company; 

(m) “securities” means shares, stock, bonds, debentures, 
debenture stock or securities issued by Government 
or by a local authority or other marketable securities 
of a like nature; 

(n) “stock exchange or stock-broking company** means 
any company which is a stock exchange notified 
under sub-section (3) of section 4 of the Securities 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956 (42 of 1956) or 
any other company the principal business of which 
is the purchase or sale of securities as a broker or 
as a iobber; 

(o) words or expressions Used but not defined herein 
and defined in the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 
(2 of 1934) shall have the same meaning as 
assigned to them In that Act. Any other words or 
expressions not defined herein or in the Reserve 
Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934) shall have 
the same meaning as assigned to them in the 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956); 

(2) (a) If any question arises as to whether a company is 
a financial institution or not, such question shall 
be decided by the Reserve Bank in consultation with 
the Central Government. 

(b) If any question arises as to whether a company 
which is a financial institution is a hire-purchase 
finance company, investment company, housing 
finance company or a loan company, such ques- 
tion shall be decided by the Reserve Bank having 
regard to the principal business of the company 
and other relevant factors. 

3, Non-appli^abillty of the directions to certain types of 

deposits of money 

Nothing contained in paragraphs 4 to 12 and 16 of these 
directions shall apply to the following types of deposits 
received by a non-banking financial company 

(i) any money received from the Central Government 
or a State Government or any money received from 
any other source and the repayment of which is 
guaranteed by the Central Government or a State 
Government or any money received from a local 
authority or a foreign Government or any other 
foreign citizen, authority or person; 

(it) any money received from a banking company or 
from the State Bank of India or from a banking 
institution notified by the Central Government 
under section 51 of the Banking Regulation Act, 
1949 (10 of 1949) or a corresponding new bank as 
defined in section 2 of the Banking Companies 
( Acqni<^ition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 
1970 (5 of 1970) or from a co-operative bank as 
defined in clause (b ii) of section 2 of the Reserve 
Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934); 

(iii) any loan received from the Industrial Development 
Bank of India established under the Industrial 
Development Bank of India Act, 1964 (18 

of 1964) or the Industrial Credit and Invest- 
ment Corporation of India Ltd., established under 
the Indian Companies Act, 1913 (7 of 1913) or 
the Industrial Finance Corporation of India estab- 
lished under the Industrial Finance Corporation 
Act, 1948 (15 of 1948) nr the Industrial Recons- 
truction Corporation of India Tid.. nr the Life 
Insurance Corporation of India cstablishrd linden 
+hr life Insurance Corporation Act 1956 (31 of 
1956) or B State Financial Cornoration established 
under the vStat^ Financial Corporations Act, 1951 
(63 of 1951) or the Unit of India established 

under the Unit Trust of India 1963 (52 of 

1963) or the General Tn-^urance Corporation of 
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India and ita subsidiaries or the Tamil Nadu In- 
dustrial Investment Corporation Ltd. or the National 
Industrial Development Corporation of India Ltd., 
or the Shipping Development Fund Committee or 
the Rehabilitation Industries Corporation of India 
Ltd,, or an Electricity Board constituted under the 
Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948 or the State Trad’ 
ing Corporation of India Ltd., or the Rural Electri- 
fication Corporation Ltd , , or the Minerals and 
Metals Trading Corporation of India Ltd,, or the 
Agricultural Finance Corporation Ltd., or the State 
Industrial and Investment Corporation of Maharash- 
tra Ltd., or the Gujarat Industiial Investment Cor- 
poration Ltd., or any other financial institution 
wholly owned by the Central Government or a State 
Government or any other financial institution that 
may be notified by the Reserve Bank in this behalf; 

(iv) any money received from any other company with 
the prior approval of the Reserve Bank; 

(v) any money received by a mutual benefit financiul 
company from its shareholders; 

(vi) any money received from a person, who at the 
Lime of receipt of the money was or is a director 
of the company or any money received from its 
shareholders by a private company including a pri- 
vate company deemed to be a public company by 
virtue of the provisions of section 43 A of the 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) : 

Provided that, in the case of any money received 
on or after the commencement of these directions, 
the person from whom the money is received, has 
furnished to the company at the time when the 
money is received, a declaration in writing that the 
money has not been given by him out of funds 
acquired by him by borrowing or accepting deposits 
from another person; 

(vii) any money received from an employee of the com- 
pany by way of security deposit; 

(viii) any money received by way of security or as an 
advance from any purchasing agent, selling agent 
or other agent in the course of or for the purpose 
of the business of the company or any ^vanco 
received against orders for the supply of goods or 
properties or for the rendering of any service; 

(ix) any money raised by the issue of debentures or 
bonds secured by the mortgage of immovable pro- 
perties of the company or any part thereof, or any 
money raised by the issue of debentures or bonds 
with the option to convert such debentures or bonds 
into equity share capital : 

Provided that in the case of debentures or bonds 
secured by the mortgage of immovable properties, 
the amount of such debentures or bonds shall not 
exceed the market value of such immovable 
properties; 

(x) any money received by way of subscription to any 
shares or stock pending the allotment of such shares 
or stock or any money received by way of sub- 
scription to debentures or bonds of the type speci- 
fied to clause (ix) of this paragraph pending the 
allotment of such debentures or bonds and any 
money received by way of calls in advance on 
shares in accordance with the company’s articles of 
association so long as such money is not repayable 
to the shareholders under the articles of association 
of the company; 

(xi) any money received in trust or any money in 
transit. 

Part II — Acceptance of Deposits 

4. Acceptance of deposits by mutual benefit financial 

companies 

(1) On and from the 1st July 1977, no mutual benefit 
financial company shall accept or renew any deposit except 
from its shareholders. 

(2) For the avoidance of any doubt, it is hereby declared 
that a mutual benefit financial company may accept from

its shareholders deposits repayable on demand or on notice 
or repayable after any period specified in any contract bet- 
ween the company and its shareholders. 

5. Acceptance of deposits by non-banking financial com- 
panies other than mutual benefit financial companies 

(1) Period of deposits for hire-purchase finance ^ loan and 
invesimcut companies 

On and from the 1st July 1977, no hircpurchase finance 
or loan or investment company shall receive any deposit 
repayable on demand or on notice, or repayable after a 
period of less tnan six monltis and more than thirty-six 
months irom the date of receipt of such deposit or renew 
any dcposii received by it, whether before or after the afore- 
said date, unless such dcposii, on renewal, is repayable not 
earlier than six months and not later than thirtysix months 
from the date of such renewal : 

Provided that where a hire-purchase finance or loan or 
investment company has, bciorc the 1st July 197 7, accepted 
deposits repayable after a period of more than thirtysix 
months such deposits shall, unless renewed in accordance 
with these directions, be repaid in accordance with the terms 
of such deposits; 

Provided further that nothing contained in this sub-para- 
graph shall apply to monies raised by the issue of deben- 
tures or bonds. 

(2) Period of deposits for housing finance companies 

On and from the 1st July 1977, no housing finance com- 
pany shall receive any deposit or renew any deposit whether 
leceivcd before or arter ihe IsL July 1977 wnich is repay- 
able on demand, or on notjcc, or icpay^bie atter a period 
of less than six months and more ihan sixty months from 
the date of receipt of such Ueposa of renew any deposit 
received by it, whether beiore or after -ne aiousaid date, 
unless such deposit, on renewal, is repayable not earlier than 
six months and not later than sixty aiomns trom the date 
of such renewal ; 

Provided that where a housing finance company has, before 
the 1st July 1977, accepted any deposit repayable after a

(3) Restriction on acceptance or renewal of deposits in 
excess of ceilings as stipulated and regularisation of 
depo.sits accepted earlier and held in excess of the 
Ceilings 

(A) Hire-purchase finance companies 

(i) On and from the 1st July 1977, no hirerpurchas© 
finance company shall receive or renew any deposit, which 
together with any other deposit already received and out- 
standing in the books of the company on the date of accep- 
tance or renewal of such deposit, is in ejccess of ten times 
its net owned funds. 

(ii) Where a hire-purchase finance company holds, as at 
the commencement of business on the 1st July 1977, deposits 
in excess of ten times its net owned funds, it shall reduce 
the excess by at least one-third before the 1st April 1978, 
and by at least another one-third before th© Ist April 1979 
and wipe off the balance before the 1st April 1980. 

(B) Loan companies 

On and from the 1st July 1977, no loan company shall 
receive or renew — 

(i) any deposit against an unsecured debenture or any 
deposit from a shareholder [not being a deposit 
received by a private company from its shareholders 
as is referred to in clause (vi) of paragraph 31 
or any deposit guaranteed by any person who, at

( 1 ) Fvery non-bankihg financial company shall furnish to 
every depositor or his agent, unless it has done so already, 
a receipt for every amount which has been or which may 
be received by the company by way of deposit before or 
after the date of commencement of these Directions. 

(2) The said receipt shall be duly signed by an officer 
entitled to act for the company in this behalf and shall state 
the date of deposit, the name of the depositor, the amount in 
words and flgures^, i^ceived by th^; company by way of 
deposit, the rate of interest payable themon and the date 
on which the deposit is repayable. 

9 . Regis^r of deposits 

( 1 ) Every non-bftnking financial company shall keep one 
or more registers in which shall be entered separately in 
the case of each depositor the following particulars namely— 

(a) name and address of the depositor, 

(b) dale and amount of each deposit, 

(c) duration and the due date of each deposit, 

(d) date and amount of accrued interest or premium 
on each deposit^ 

(c) date and amount of each repayment, whether of 
principal, interest or premium, 

(f) any other particulars relating to the deposit. 

(2) The register or registers aforesaid shall be kept at the 
registered office of the company and shall be preserved in 

ood order for a period of not less than eight calendar years 
olio wing the financial year in which the latest entfy is 
made of Ihe repaymoflt or renewal of any deposit of which 
paJ’ticulars arc contfeinad in the negister : 

Provided that if the company keeps the books of account 
referred to in sub-section (1) of section 209 of the Com- 
panies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) at any place other than its 
registered office in accoi’dance with the proviso to that sub- 
section, it shall be sufficient compliance with this sub- 
panigraph ^ if the register aforesaid is kept at such other 
place, subject to the condition that the company delivers to 
the Reserve Bank a copy of the notice field with the Regis- 
trar under the proviso to the said sub -section within seven 
days of such filing. 

10. Information to be included in the Board's report 

(1) In every report of the Board of Directors laid before

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retnainiag unclaimed or undifibursed aA referred to in ciatM 
(b) of the preceding sub-paragraph exceed in the aagregetc 
the sum of rupees hve there shall also be incfuded in 

the report a statement on the steps taken or proposed to be 
taken by the Board of Directors for the repayment of the 
^amounts due to the depositors and remaining unclaimed or 
dhdisburscd. 

11* General prQvlslon regarding repayment of deposits 

Where a company makes repayment of a deposit after 
the expiry of a period of six months from the date such 
deposit but before Ihc expiry of the period for wHch such 
deposit was accepted by the company, the rate of interest 
payable by the company on such deposit shall be reduced by 
two per cent from the rate which the oompany would have 
ordinarily paid had the deposit been accepted for the period 
for which such deposit had run and the company shall 
not pay interest at any rate higher than the rate as so 
reduced :

market value for the time being) or partly in cash, partly 
in such account or partly in such securities, a sum which 
shall not at the close of business on any day be less than 
ten per cent of the deposits outstanding in the books pf the 
company on thAt day. 

Explanation 

For the purpose of this paragraph : 

(a) “approved securities*’ means securities in which a 
trustee may invest money under clause (a), efeuso 

(b), clause (bb), clause (c), clause (d) or clause 
(ee) of section 20 of the Indian Trusts Act, 1882 
(2 of 1882). 

(b) “unencumbered approved securiticfi” shall include 

the approved securities lodged by the company with

No. DNBC.39/DG(H)-77.— The Reserve Bank of 
India having considered it necessary in the public interest and 
being satisfied that for the purpose of enabling the Bank to 
regulate the credit system to the advantage of the country, it 
is necessary to give the directions set out below, hereby, in 
exercise of the powers confen'ed by sections 45J, 45K and 45L 
of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934) and of 
all the powers enabling it in this behalf, and in supersession of 
the earlier Directions contained in Notification No. DNBC- 
21/DG(SJ-73 dated the 23rd August 1973 as amended from 
time to time, gives to every miscellaneous non-banking com- 
pany the directions hereinafter specified. 
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Farr ( — Preliminary 

1. Short title and commencement of the directions : 

These directions shall be known as the Miscellaneous Non- 
banking Companies (Reserve Bank) Directions, 1977, They 
shall come Into force with effect from the 1st July 1977 and 
any reference in these directions to the date of commencement 
thereof shall be deemed to be a reference to that date. 

2. Extent of the directions : 

These directions shall apply to every iinancial institution 
which is a company and which carries on any of the follow- 
ing types of business : — 

( 1 ) collecting whether as a promoter, foreman, agent or 
in any other capacity, monies in one lump sum or 
in instalments by way of contributions, or subscrip- 
tions or by sale of units, certificates or other instru- 
ments or in any other manner or as membership 
fees or admission fees or service charges to or in 
respect of any savings, mutual benefit, thrift, or any 
other scheme or arfangement by whatever name 
called, and utilising the monies so collected or any 
part thereof or the income accruing from investment 
oi other use of such monies for all or any of the 
following purposes : — 

(a) giving or awarding perioclicallv or otherwise to 
a specified number of subscribers as determined 
by lot, draw or in any other manner, prizes or 
gifts in cash or in kind, whether or not the re- 
cipient of the prize or gift is under a liability to 
make any further payment in respect of such 
scheme or arrangement; 

(b) refunding to the subscribers or such of them as 
have not won any prize or gift, the whole or 
part of the subscriptions, contributions, or other 
monies collected, with or without any bonus, 
premium, interest or other advantage, howso- 
ever' called, on the termination of the scheme or 
arrangement, or, on or after the expiry of the 
period stipulated therein; 

(2) managing, conducting or supervising as a promoter, 
foreman or agent of any transaction or arrangement 
by which the company enters into an agreement with 
a specified number of subscribers that every one of 
them shall subscribe a certain sum in instalments 
over a definite period and that every one of such 
subscriber shall in his turn, as determined by lot or 
by auction or by tender or in such other manner as 
may be provided for in the agreement be entitled to 
the prize amount; 

Explanation : 

Foi the puj poses of this sub-paragraph, the expression “prize 
amount" shall mean the amount, by whatever name it be call- 
ed, arrived at by deduction from out of the total amount subs- 
cribed at each instalment by all subscribers, (a) th^ commis- 
sion charged by the company or service charges as a promoter 
or a foreman or an agent and (b) any sum which a subscriber 
agrees to forgo, from out of the total subscriptions of each 
imtalmcnt, in consideration of the balance being paid to him. 

(3) conducting any other form of chit or kuri vhich is 
different from the type of business referred to in 
sub-paragraph (2) above; 

(4) undertaking or carrying on or engaging in or execu- 
ting any other business similar to the business re- 
ferred to in sub-paragraphs (1) to (3). 

3. Definitions : 

Tn these directions, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “banking company” means a banking company as 
defined in section 5Cc) of the Banking Regulation 
Act, 1949 (10 of 1949); 

(b) “company” means a company as defined in section 
451(a) of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 
of 1934) but does not include a company which is 
being wound up under any law for the time being 
in force; 


(c) "deposit” shall have the same meaning as assig’ii-4 
to it in section 45I(bb) of the Reserve Bank of India 
Act, 1934 (2 of 1934); 

(d) “depositor” means any person who has mode a de- 
posit with the company; 

(c) “foreman" means a person who under the chit or 
kuri agreement or any other scheme or arrangement 
IS responsible for the conduct of the chit or kuri or 
such scheme or arrangement; 

(f) “free reserves” shall include the balance in the share 
premium acecount, capital and debenture redemp- 
tion reserves and any other reserve shown or pub- 
lished in the balance sheet of a company and created 
through an allocation of profits, not being (i) a 
reserve created for repayment of any future liability 
or for depreciation in assets or for bad debt, or (ii) 
a rcsciwe created by revaluation of the assets of the 
company ; 

(g) “miscellaneous non-banking company” means a com- 
pany carrying on all or any of the types of business 
referred to in paragraph 2 of these directions; 

(h) words or expressions used but not defined herein and 
defined in the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 {2 
of 1934) shall have the same meaning as assigned 
to them in that Act. Any other words or expres- 
sions not defined herein or in the Reserve Bank of 
India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934) shall have the same 
meaning as assigned to them in the Companies Act, 
1956 (1 of 1956). 

4 . Non-applicability of the directions to certain types of 

deposits of money : 

Nothing contained in paragiaphs 5 to 9 and 13 of these 
Directions shall apply to the following types of deposits re- 
ceived by a miscellaneous non-banking company, namely 

(i) any money I'eceived or collected undei a transaction 
or arrangement referral to in sub- paragraph (2) of 
paragraph 2; 

(ii) Any money received from the Central Government 
or a State Government or any money received from 
any other source and the repayment of which is 
guaranteed by the Central Cover nmept or a State 
Government or any money received from a local 
authority or a foreign Government or any other 
foreign citizen, authority or person: 

(iii) any money received from a banking company or 

from the State Bank of India or from a banking 
institution notified by the Central Cjovcrnment under 
section 51 of the Banking Regulation Act, 1949 (10 
of 1949) or a corresponding new bank as d^^ fined 
in section 2 of the Banking Companies f Acquiihion 
:vrtd Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 of 

1970) or from a co-oPcrativc bank as defined in 
clause (b) (ii) of section 2 of the Reserve Bank of 
India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934); 

(iv) any loan received from the Industrial Development 

Bank of India established under the Industrial Deve- 
lopment Bimk of India Act, 1964 (18 of 1964) or 
the Industrial Credit and Investment Corporation of 
India I M,, established under the Indian CoDmames 
Aci, 1913 (7 of 1913) or the Industrial Finance 
Corporation of India established under the ludiis- 
trial Finance Corporation Act, 194S (15 of 19481 
or the Industrial Reconstruction Corporation of 
India Ltd., or the Life Insurance Cornorntion of 
India established under the Life Insurance Corpora- 
tion Act* 1956 (31 of 1956) or a ^tatc Finaurial 
Corporations Act, 1951 (63 of 19^1) or th^ Unit 
Tnist of India established under the Unit Trust of 
India Act* 1963 (52 of 1963 \ or the Genpral Insur-

(vi) any money received from a person who, at the time 
of the receipt of the money was or is a director 
of the company or any money received' from its 
shareholders by a private company including a pri- 
vate company deemed to be a public company by 
virtue of the provisions of section ASK of fHe Com- 
panies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956); 

Provided that, in the case of amr money received 
on or after the commencement or these directions, 
the person from whom the money is received has 
fymished to the company at the time when the 
money is received, a declaration in writing that the 
money has not been given by him out of funds 
acquired by him by borrowing or accepting deposits 
from another person; 

(vii) any money received from an employees of the com-' 
pany by way of security deposit; 

(viii) any money raised by the Issue of debentures or 
bonds secured by the mortgage of immovable proper- 
ties of the company or any part thereof, or any 
money raised by the Issue of debentures or bonds 
with the option to convert such debentures or bonds 
into equity share capital : 

Provided that in the case of debentures or bonds 
secured by the mortgage of immovable properties, 
the amuont of such debentures or bonds shall not 
exceed the market value of such immovable pro- 
perties; 

(ix) any money received by way of subscription to any 
shares or stock pending the allotment of such shares 
or stock or any money received by way of subscrip- 
tion to debentures or bonds of the type specified in 
clause (viii) of this paragraph, pendnig th^ allotment 
of such debcumres or bonds and any money received 
by way of calls in advance on shares in accordance 
with the company's articles of association so long 
as such money is not repayable to the shareholders 
under the articles of association of the company. 

Part II — -Acceptance of Deposits 

5. Acceptance of deposits by miscellaneous non-bcinking coni^ 

panics : 

On and from the 1st July 1977 no miscellaneous non-bank- 
ing company shall — 

(a) receive any deposit repayable on demand, or on 
notice, or repayable after a period of less than six 
months and more than thirty-six months from the 
date of receipt of such deposit or renew any deposit 
received by it whether before or after the aforesaid 
date unless such deposit, on renewal, is repayable 
not earlier than six months and not later than thirty- 
six months from the date of such renewal : 


(b) receive or renew — 

(i) any deposit against an unsecured debenture or 
any deposit from a shareholder [not being a 
deposit received by a private company from its 
shareholders as is referred to in clause (vi) of 
paragraph 4] or any deposit guaranteed by any 
person who, at^thfi^ime of giving of such gua- 
rantee, was orTs'a director of the company, if 
the amount of any such deposit," together with 
the amount of such other deposits of all or any 
of the kinds of deposits referred to in this sub- 
clause already received and outstanding in the 
books of the company as on the date of accept- 
ance or renewal of such deposit, exceeds fifteen 
per cent of its net owned funds; 

<^ii) any other deposit, if the amount of such deposit, 
together with the amount of such other depo- 
sits not being deposits of the kinds referred to 
in sub-clause (i) of this clause, already receiv- 
ed and outstanding in the books of the company 
as on the date of acceptance or renewal of 
such deposit, exceeds twenty-five per cent of its 
net owned funds. 

Explanation : 

For the purposes of this paragraph “not owned funds" shall 
mean the aggregate 6f ffie'paid-up capital and free reserves as 
appearing in the latest audited balance sheet of the company 
as reduced by the amount of accumulated balance of loss, 
deferred revenue expenditure and other intangible assets, if 
any, as disclosed in the said balance sheet. 

6. Particulars to he specified in appUcation form soliciting 
deposits : 

On and from the 1st July 1977 no miscellaneous non- 
banking company shall accept, renew or convert any deposit 
except on a written application from the depositor in the form 
to be supplied by the company, which form shall contain all 
the particulars specified in the Non-Banking Financial Com- 
panies and Miscellaneous Non-Banking Companies (AdvStisc- 
ment) Rules, 1977 made under section 58 A of the Companies 
Act, 1956 (1 of 1956). 

7. Furnishing of receipts to depositors : 

(1) Every miscellaneous non-banking company shall 
furnish to every depositor or his agent, unless it has 
done to already, a receipt for every amount which 
has been or which may be received by the company 
by way of deposit before oi after the date of com- 
mencement of these Directions. 

(2) The said receipt shall be duly signed by an officer 
entitled to act for the company in ihisj^chalf and 
shall state the date of deposit, the name of the 
depositor, the amount in words and figures, received 
by the company by way of deposit, the rate of 
interest payable thereon and the date on which the 
deposit IS Repayable. 

8. Register of deposits : 

(1) Every miscellaneous non-banking company shall keep 
one or more registers in which shall be entered 
separately in the case of each depositor liie follow- 
ing particulars, namely — 

(a) name and address of the depositor, 

(b) dale and amount of each deposit, 

(c) duration and the due date of each deposit, 

(d) date and amount of accrued interest or premium 
on each deposit, 

(e) date and uinount of each repayment, whether of 
principal, interest or premium. 


Provided that where a miscellaneous non-banking 
company has, before the 1st July 1977, accepted 
deposits repayable after a period of niorc than thirty- 
six months, such deposits shall, unless rcncw<^ m 
accordance with these directions, be repaid in accor- 
dance with the terms of such deposits , 

Provide further that nothing contained in this 
clause shall apply to monies raised by the issue of 
debentures or bonds; 


(f) any other particulars relating to the deposit. 

(2) The register or registers aforesaid shall be kept at 
the registered office of the company and shall be 
preserved in good order for a period of not less than 
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eight calendar years following the financial year In (c) the specimen signatures of the officers 

which Ihc latest entiy is made of the repayment or authorised to sign on behalf of the corn- 

renewal of any dposit of which particulars arc con- pany, returns specified in sub^paragraph 

tained in the register : (1). 


Provided that If the company keeps the books of 
account referred to in sub'section (1) of section 209 
of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) at any 
place other than its registered office in accordance 
With the proviso to that siib-scction, it shall be suffi- 
cient compliance with this sub-paragraph if the 
register aforesaid as kept at such other place, subject 
to the condition that the company delivers to the 
Reserve Bank a copy of the notice filed with the 
Registrar under the proviso to the said sub-section 
within seven days of such filing. 

9. Lnfonnation to be included in the Board's report ; 

(1) In every icport of the Board of Directors laid before 
the company in general meeting under sub-section 
(1) of section 217 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 
1956) after the date of commencement of these 
directions, there shall be included in the case of n 
miscellaneous non-banking company, the following 
particulars or information, namely : 

(a) the total number depositors of the company 
whose deposits have not been claimed by the 
depositors or paid by the company after the 
date on which the deposit became due for re- 
payment or renewal as the case may he accord^ 
mg to the contract with the depositor or the pro- 
visionos of these directions, whichever may be 
applicable; and 

(b) the total amounts due to the depositors and 
remaining unclaimed or unpaid beyond tho dates 
referred to in clause (a) as aforesaid. 

(2) The said particulars or ififormation shall be furnish- 
ed with reference to the position as on the last date 
of the financial year to which the report relates and 
if the amounts remaining unclaimctl or undisbiirsed 
as referred to in clause (b) of the preceding sub- 
paragraph exceed in the aggregate the sum of rupees 
five lakhs, there sjhall also be included in the report 
a statement on the steps taken or proposed to be 
taken by the Board of Directors for th"' repayment 
of the amount due to the depositors and remaining 
unclaimed or undisbursed. 


Fart III — Miscellaneous 

10. Copies of balance sheet and accounts together with Direc- 
tors' report to be furnished to the Reserve Bank : 

Every miscellaneous non-banking company shall deliver to 
the Reserve Bank unless it has done so already, an audited 
balance sheet as on the last date of each financial year and an 
audited profit and loss account in respect of that year as passed 
by the company in general meeting together with a copy of 
the report of the Board of Directors laid before the company 
in such meeting in terms of Section 217(1) of the Companies 
Act, 1956 (d of 1956) within fifteen days of such meeting. 

11. Returns to be submitted to the Reserve Bank : 

(1) Without prejudice to the provisions of paragraph 10 
eveiy miscellaneous non-banking company shall sub- 
mit to the Reserve Bank a return, furnishing the in- 
formation specified in the First Schedule hereto, 
with reference to its position as on the dates specified 
in the said Schedule, 

(2) (i) Every miscellanous non-banking company shall 

not later than one month from the coming into 
force of these directions or from the corn- 
mencement of business whichever is later, deli- 
ver to the Reserve ^ank, a written statement 
containing a list of — 

(a) the names and the official designations of 
its principal officers; 

(b) the names and residential addresses of the 
directors of the company; and" 


(ii) Any change in the list referred to in clause (i) 
of this sub-para^a^ shall be intimated to the 
Reserve Bank within one month fiom the occur- 
ence of such change. 


12. Balance sheet, retufns etc. to be submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Non-Ranking Companies : 

Any balance sheets, returns or information required to be 
submitted or furnished to the Reserve Bank in pursuance of 
these directions shall be submitted or furnished to the 
Regional Office of the Department of Non-Banking Companies 
of the Reserve Bank within whose jurisdiction the regitcred 
office of the company is situated as specified in the Second 
Schedule hereto. 

13. Statement in lieu of advertisement : 

Where a company intends to accept deposits without invit- 
ing or allowing or causing any other person to invite such 
depoits, it shall, before accepting deposits, delivei to Ibc 
Regional Office of the Department of Non-Banking Companies 
of the Reserve Bank within whose jurisdiction its registered 
office is situated, for registration, a statement in lieu of adver- 
tisement containing all the particulars, icquiretl to be included 
in the advertisement pursuant to the non-Banking Financial 
Companies and Miscellaneous Non-Banking^^ Companies 
(Advertisenj^nt) Rules, 1977 and duly signed in the manner 
provided in the aforesaid Rules. 


14. Exemptions : 

The Reserve Bank may, if it considers it nccessaiy for avoid- 
ing any hardship or for any other just and sufficient icason, 
grant extensions of time to comply with or exempt any com- 
pany or class of companies, from all or any of the provisions 
of these Directions either generally “or for any specified period 
subject to such conditions as the Reserve Bank may impose. 

15. Non-applicability of certain other directions : 

Nothing contained in the Non-Banking Financial Compa- 
nies (Reserve Bank) Directions, 1977 shall apply to a finan- 
cial institution of the type referred to in paragraph 2 of 
these Directions. ' 


16. Saving of action taken or that may be taken for coni rave th 
fion of the Miscellaneous Non-Banking Companies 
(Reserve Batik) Directions, 1973 ; 

Jt is hereby clarified that the supersession of the Miscella- 
neous Non-Banking Comjpanies (Reserve Bank) Directions, 
1973 as amended from time to time, shall not in any way 
affect — 

(i) any right, obligation or liability acquired, accru^ or 
incurred thereunder; 

(ii) any penally^ -forfeiture, -or punishment ^ incurred Tn - 
respect of any contravention committed thereunder; 

(lii) any investigation, legal proceeding or remedy^ in 
respect of any such right, privilege, obligation, liabi- 
lity, penalty, forfeiture or punishment as aforesaid, 
aijd 

any such i^LVestigation, legal proceeding or remedy may be 
instituted, continued or cnforc^ and any such penalty forfei- 
ture or punishment may be imposed as if those Directions 
had not been superseded.
